1993/94  was  a  momentous  year  in  the  history  of  the  Faculty  of  Nursing 
because  this  was  the  year  we  launched  the  PhD  program  in  Nursing  Science.  This  is 
the  first  doctoral  program  in  nursing  in  Ontario  and  the  third  in  Canada.  Both  the 
University  of  Alberta  and  UBC  mounted  programs  in  1991  and  following  our 
approval,  a  joint  program  between  the  University  of  Montreal  and  McGill  University 
was  announced. 

You  many  wonder  what  a  doctoral  program  has  to  do  with  the  undergraduates. 
Everything!  When  there  is  only  an  undergraduate  program  available,  students  have  a 
difficult  time  imagining  what  master’s  education  entails  and  they  have  no  role  mod¬ 
els  to  compare  themselves  with.  Once  a  program  is  in  place,  the  reality  of  going  on 
to  graduate  education  influences  career  plans  and  undergraduates  start  envisioning 
how  and  when  they  will  get  a  graduate  degree.  This  happened  when  our  master’s  pro¬ 
gram  was  started  in  1970. 

Now  that  we  have  a  PhD,  undergraduates  will  be  able  to  see  how  both  master’s 
and  doctoral  education  are  designed,  will  meet  students  in  both  these  programs  and 
will  be  able  to  picture  themselves  as  graduate  students. 

While  we  welcome  students  into  our  master’s  and  doctoral  programs  who  grad¬ 
uate  from  universities  across  Canada,  there  is  something  special  about  our  own  grad¬ 
uates.  We  feel  a  mix  of  pride  and  accomplishment  when  students  from  our  BScN  pro¬ 
gram  apply  and  are  admitted,  we  know  exactly  how  hard  you  have  worked  and  how 
good  you  are.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  many  U  of  T  BScN  graduates  in  our 
MSc,  MN,  and  PhD  programs.  Good  Luck  !
